WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of Hillsborough, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple, on 
Tuesday, the Eleventh Day of March next, at eight o'clock in the morning, 
to act upon the following subjects. 


Article 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers required to 
be elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT EIGHT O'CLOCK IN THE MORNING, 
AND SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN SEVEN O'CLOCK IN THE 
EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the Municipal Building in said 
Temple, on Saturday, the Fifteenth Day of March next, at ten o'clock in 
the morning, to act upon the following: 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $768,457.18 for Town charges and other necessary maintenance and 
operating expenditures. 


Article 3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 
72:28 VI for an expanded qualifying war service for veterans seeking the 
tax credit. (This would allow a resident who has served a qualifying war 
or armed conflict since May 8, 1975 and earned an armed forces 
expeditionary medal or theater of operations medal to qualify for the 
veterans credit). 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions 
from property tax in the Town of Temple, based on assessed value, for 
qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: For a person 65 years or older, 
$25,000.00. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire 
resident for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net 
income of not more than $13,400.00 or, if married, a combined net income 
of less than $20,400.00; and own net assets not in excess of $35,000.00 
excluding the value of the person's residence. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 to the Milford Area Mediation Program. The Mediation 
Program will provide services to any Temple family requesting said 
services free of charge. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 to Project Lift, an organization which provides free 
individualized instruction for area residents over the age of 16 and 
without a high school diploma or a GED. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen for the 
Town of Temple to enter into a lease purchase agreement for the purpose 
of leasing a new dump truck and plowing equipment for the Highway 
Department, and to raise and appropriate the amount of $28,500.00, 
minus any value realized from vehicle trade in, for the first years 
payment for that purpose. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $160,000.00 to rebuild a town bridge. This amount is required to be 
voted on by the Town of Temple in anticipation of reimbursement by the 
State of New Hampshire for this amount as their share of this project. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
202-A:4-d authorizing the library to accept gifts of personal property, 
other than money, which may be offered to the library for any public 
purpose. Provided: however, that no acceptance of personal property by 
the library trustees shall be deemed to bind the Town of Temple or the 
library trustees to raise, appropriate, or expend any public funds for the 
operation, maintenance, repair, or replacement of such personal property. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $15,000.00 to purchase and equip an ambulance as Temple's proportion 
of equipment investment to become part of the Wilton Lyndeborough 
Ambulance service. Said ambulance would be stored in the Temple Fire 
Station. | 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen for 
the Town of Temple to appoint, and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 to fund, a committee to study the space needs of the town in 
general and, in particular, whether the town should purchase the existing 
Temple Elementary School from the ConVal School District following 
completion of the new elementary school. This committee would be 
directed to present recommendations at the 1998 town meeting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1996 
As shown on the front page of this year's town report, our 'new' memorial 
tree, planted on May 2nd, is doing well. We all hope that this tree will 
grow tall and strong, and serve as a remembrance of the final great 
sacrifice of Temple's sons and daughters in the defense of their country. 

This year we saw several changes in the operation of government in 
Temple. The most dramatic effect came about with the installation of a 
new computer system approved by the voters, which has improved our 
record keeping and eased the process of tax collecting with the added 
bonus of improving accuracy. The board decided a year ago that a two 
million dollar corporation (actually 2.3 million) could not be run with 
paper tablets and employing a part-time, fifteen-hour per week secretary! 
With this in mind and the amount of paper work and coordination 
necessary to insure continuing smooth operation of town business, the 
board has upgraded the position of selectmen's secretary to selectmen's 
administrative assistant. 

We have finally completed the transfer of dispatching for fire, police, 
and ambulance services after some difficulties with the frequencies and 
coordination between the different departments. All appears to be 
operating well at this time, and a substantial saving in this area will be 
realized in dispatching costs. 

Aggressive action by the board, along with the tax collector, has 
resulted in the collection of a significant amount of back taxes this year, 
with the necessity of deeding only one property over to the town. In the 
process, we believe that we have been more than fair with some 
taxpayers who required extensive negotiations to prevent deeding. Nota 
single dollar of taxes owed to the Town of Temple was lost during these 
negotiations. We will continue this process as long as there is a 
determined need. 

After hearing complaints about problems with the SVAS response 
times, the board determined that the problem was with the physical 
location of the ambulance. Regardless of dedication or skill, the 
ambulance could not arrive on scene in Temple in under twenty minutes 
at best. Our action was to form, with the help of dedicated personnel in 
Temple, a rescue squad of EMT's who now normally respond within ONE 
minutes of an emergency call and can be at the scene within five to eight 
minutes (timed)! There are seven fully equipped members with five more 
by fall. Their function is to stabilize the situation until the ambulance 
arrives. We also studied the feasibility of purchasing our own ambulance, 
manned by our EMT's and trained firefighters, and housed in the 
firehouse. It is feasible and affordable, but Temple doesn't have enough 
calls per year (47) to insure the continued proficiency of our EMT's. The 
board's decision was to seek an alliance with the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Ambulance Service, and by the time of our next town meeting, the board 
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should have completed negotiations to become part of the Wilton 
Lyndeborough Ambulance service. This will be extremely beneficial as 
we will be able to house an ambulance in our firehouse and with the 
combined personnel of the three towns, we will have a substantial EMT 
crew. We believe the entire emergency medical services must regionalize 
for reasons of cost and service. This is the first step. And.....our figures 
indicate that this will result in a reduction in costs by next year with 
little or no increase this year. 

We have been trying, without success, to bid out the repair of the 
town hall. It has now become imperative that the work be done, and we 
have contracted a company to refurbish both inside and out (including the 
cupola), at a very reasonable cost (we negotiated a 20% reduction by 
timely commitment). . 

We also addressed the subject of wages for town employees. As before 
mentioned, this is a $2,300,000.00 corporation; and as we are responsible 
to the taxpayers, we felt it was time to formulate a plan on fair 
compensation for our employees based on the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association's publication on wages and benefits which covers every 
possible category for the entire state. Other municipalities use this 
publication for their employees, and now so do we. We refined it down to 
population and picked the five towns in our areas that are similar to 
Temple in size and tax base (Francestown, Hancock, Greenfield, Mason 
and Bennington). We fall right in the middle with 1,367 residents. We 
have averaged the five towns by the "book"; any missing data was 
garnered via telephone to various town clerks. We chose an average 
based on these figures. According to our computations, our employee 
salaries fall on both sides of the medium, but were pretty much in line for 
insurance, work hours, vacations etc. Salaries have been adjusted 
according to the "average" computed; if an employee's salary fell below 
this line, that employee's salary was adjusted. If they were above the 
line, they stayed the same and will not be increased until either hours or 
job description changes or other negotiations occur. The board decided 
that if an employee was above this average, the taxpayers had voted for 
that wage and it would be unfair of us to reduce it. The raises were 
justified and if some were substantial, it indicates that the town has been 
lucky to receive services at bargain basement rates. In any case, the 
board feels this method is a fair computation for compensation based on 
solid factual information. The board stands by these decisions and feels 
that the town now has a cogent approach to wage and benefit 
determination. Employee insurance did not change as we were 
comparable in that area. 

We the selectmen have only one job.....to provide the taxpayers the 
best service possible for the least cost available, and we are committed to 
that end.

SOUTHWEST REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Commission, with a service area covering 35 municipalities in 
Hillsborough and Cheshire Counties, is one of New Hampshire's nine 
regional planning agencies established by RSA 36. We continue to 
provide planning related assistance to member communities and to 
represent the Southwest Region in state and federal programs. Our 
diverse work program covers activities such as local planning assistance, 
geographic information systems & mapping, transportation planning, 
community development block grant administration, and natural 
resources planning. We are funded through multiple sources including 
local dues contributed by member municipalities. For every dollar of 
local dues, the Commission's operating budget includes over four 
additional dollars to assist in meeting the needs of the Region and its 
municipal members. These additional funds are provided in the form of 
various federal, state and local grants and contracts. These resources 
provide the Commission the ability to assemble a critical mass of 
expertise which you have direct access to. 

Highlights of Commission activities for the past year include the 
development of a 10-year Transportation Improvement Program for the 
Southwest Region; award of a federal grant to provide education and 
coordination among the Region's municipalities concerning proper 
disposal of toxic wastes; preparation of a document and process to 
promote natural resources planning; and participation in sponsoring 
several educational forums on planning related topics. As you know, we 
have provided oversight in activities related to the Town's potential 
involvement with a federal block grant and we continue to be available 
for this purpose. In addition, we have recently been awarded a modest 
grant to allow us to provide economic development planning assistance to 
our member municipalities. 

We continue to be available to assist you in your planning related 
activities - please don't hesitate to contact us if you have a project you 
would like to discuss.

The amount of calls works out to be an average year. It seemed to be a 
fairly busy year for chimney fires but that quite often is related to the 
type of weather that we have. An easy way to keep track of how your 
chimney is doing, is to look up it with a mirror once a week through the 
clean out door. If it starts to look like its getting plugged up, have it 
cleaned. Chimney fires can cause serious damage to and shorten the life 
of your chimney at the very least. 

In April of 1996 the Fire Dept. went on-line with Southwest Mutual 
Aid Communications out of Keene, N.H., to do our dispatching. It took 
several months of experimenting with different antenna sites, but finally 
we seem to have good communications with them and at a much lower 
cost than before. They are a very professional ARE center and things 
are working out quite well. 

Still as before, continue to dial 911 for all emergencies. 

Another new change in the TVFD is our new group of First 
Reponders. Temple now has their own group of Emergency Medical 
Technicians that will be responding to all medical calls in Temple. These 
"First Responders" are a part of the TVFD and just like the fire fighters, 
are a completely volunteer unit. They started in October and are working 
out very well. If you have an interest in becoming an EMT or just a First 
Responder, we are looking for more volunteers and would love to have 
you join in. 
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As 1996 ends, I am extremely disappointed to say that the new maps 
and numbering system for the Town of Temple is still incomplete. I am 
unable to say just what is causing the delay with the N.H. Bureau of 
Communications, but I hope to see some progress in the near future. 

As of January 7, 1997, I am resigning as Chief of the TVFD. I very 
much enjoyed this position for the past five years and considered it an 
experience of a lifetime that I will never forget. I fully intend on staying 
on the Fire Dept. as a fire fighter and helping whomever fills this position 
in my place. Being a fire fighter in this modern world requires a lot of 
time and dedication, but it is also a very rewarding experience.

TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 1995 through March 31, 1996, 15 Reports of 
Wood or Timber Cut were received by the Town. Yield taxes assessed for 
these harvesting operations totaled $7,714.77. 

The lumber market has remained consistent throughout the past 
year. The demand for forest products in our area has remained strong 
and stumpage prices have remained favorable. As of February 6, 1997, 
13 Intents to Cut have been filed with the Town for the current tax year. 
The projected yield taxes that will be generated from the harvesting 
operations filed for so far this year are estimated to be about $5600.00. 
The number of timber harvests in Town has remained consistent with 
last year. However, the size of the jobs have been much smaller on the 
whole with less volume of timber being harvested, resulting in a 
substantial decrease in Yield taxes for the period. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which 
wood or timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first 
file an Intent to Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. 
The exception to this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs for 
their own use, or a person cutting up to 20 cords of fuel wood for their 
own domestic fuel purposes, within the tax year. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year 
runs from April 1st to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the 
operation or by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed 
with the Town specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will 
_ levy a 10 percent yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material 
cut. If the job is not completed by March 31st or did not take place, a 
Report of Cut must still be filed by April 15th. At that time a new Intent 
to Cut should be filed to renew the permit. If the job is not completed by 
March 31st but will be completed by June 30th, a 90 day extension may 
be granted without having to renew the permit. To do this the Selectmen 
must be notified in writing by the Owner, prior to April 15th. 

Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original 
Intent to Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing 
the additional estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that 
there are State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have 
any questions regarding this or the permitting process, contact the 
Selectmen or I can be reached at Granite State Forestry Services, Inc., 
P.O. Box 129, Wilton, NH, 03086, or by phone at 654-6868.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest 
Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required before doing any open burning. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or 
a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are 
available to assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention 
and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and 
timber harvest laws. If you have an questions regarding forest fire or 
timber harvest laws please call our office at 271-2217. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols 
and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from 
citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
Annual Report 1996 


1996 has been year of progress and improvement, and also one in which 
we have realized how many new challenges are being presented to the 
survival of volunteer organizations such as ourselves. As we more 
towards the turn of the century ever more advanced technologies are 
devised for emergency services and these advances are bought at ever 
higher and higher costs. , 

At the start of the year we changed over communications systems and 
are now firmly established with the Hillsborough County Sheriff's Office. 

SVAS purchased 5 Defibrillators this year. We used as our model the 
Gold Cross Ambulance Service study from the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minnesota. According to their study Police Cruisers all over the nation 
tend to arrive at the scene before the ambulance. Since to be of any use 
at all a Difib has to be utilized within the first 6 minutes, it is vital that a 
qualified first responder properly equipped be on the scene as fast as 
possible. 

In order to meet these criteria in our particular geography, we bought 
three portable, semi-automatic Vivalinks to be placed in each of the town 
we serve. In both New Ipswich and Greenville, they are carried in the 
Police Cruisers, thereby guaranteeing the fastest possible response time. 
In Temple, where the cruiser is not always in town, the difib is stored at 
the firestation and any one of the First Responders on duty can retrieve it 
and get to the scene well in advance of the Ambulance itself. 

We also have provided two fully equipped Physiocontrol Difibs for the 
back of the ambulances. These have the capacity to monitor cardiac 
function and to download information into Hospital Systems if required. 

We also purchased a Pulsoximeter for each ambulance. 

We have ten Osha approved Jumpsuits for our attendants and hope 
in the coming years to equip every volunteer with the full outfit required. 

We help several training courses in 1996, including Basic EMT 
course, a Driving Course, Transition Recertification Course, Defibrillator 
Course, Basic CPR course and the Kinetics of Trauma. 

It is our intention in the coming year to offer basic CPR and choking 
courses to all of our residents. Statistics show that most "Saves" in 
emergency situations happen in the first five minutes after the event. If 
ordinary citizens have enough information or training, not to panic and to 
be able to provide basic life support until a trained EMT arrives, the 
patient has the highest chance of survival. 

In our region there is a strong move towards charging for services 
and SVAS is determined to do what is best for our community. We had a 
call volume in 1996 or 338. This represents 370 patients. 44 calls were 
from Temple, 175 from New Ipswich, and 147 from Greenville. Our 
community includes approximately 7000 people and until now ambulance 
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service has been provided at a cost of $10.33 per person. We currently 
have two ambulances, fully outfitted with all modern requirements for 
emergency service. We have 26 fully trained EMTs, which includes 7 
EMT Intermediates and 1 Paramedic. No person either on the Board or 
serving on calls is paid, nor are they compensated for personal expenses. 
Our group has been happy and proud to donate these services to our 
community. However, medical care and expenses are changing 
drastically and many feel we need to change the way Emergency care is 
funded. 

To this end, we are participating in studies on charging and 
networking with out neighboring services to gather as much information 
as possible. We hope to meet the changing needs both of the community 
we serve and the changing requirements of Emergency care. 

SVAS has a long history of providing excellent emergency care to all 
three towns and we hope to increase the co-operation of our towns, co- 
ordinate with all First Responders Groups to guarantee the best possible 
care for our citizens at the fairest cost. 

We would like to thank the many people who responded to our needs 
and supported us throughout the year. We look forward to a safe and 
healthy 1997!

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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1996 


1996 was a year of change for the Temple Police Department. It was 
voted at Town Meeting in March to purchase a Cruiser Mounted Video 
Camera, which was funded by means of a federal grant. This camera has 
enabled a significant decrease in the number of court cases for motor 
vehicle violations, as the camera interfaces with the radar in the cruiser. 
Less time in court for our officers means more time in the field. The 
camera will also provide audio and video evidence of police procedures 
should any liability lawsuits arise in the future. It is an important piece 
of equipment for the department. 

The most significant change was the addition of a full time officer, in 
August. Significant funding for this new officer is provided by the federal 
COPS grant for a period of three years. The addition of an evening shift 
has resulted in increased safety for our residents through increased 
coverage. The number of arrests, summons, warnings and defective 
equipment tags increased in the latter half of the year, displaying the 
benefits of hiring a full time officer. 

In 1997, we plan to implement several Community Policing programs, 
including a womens' self defense class, implementation of neighborhood 
watches, and a youth program. Input from the citizens of Temple is 
welcome at any time. 

I would like to take this opportunity to welcome officers Barry 
Hutchins, Keith Chavette, and Mitch Foster to the department, and 
thank Officers Peter Clegg, Larry Duval and Greg Pelletier, and 

secretary Elizabeth Humphrey for their continued service to the town.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Winter: 

The winter of 1996 was a very snowy one and for many areas will go 
down in the record books as the snowiest winter on record. Huge 
amounts of snow were dumped on us in January and early February. 
With 4 to 5 ft. of snow on the ground we thought we wouldn't be able to fit 
another flake of it anywheres. Then in late February it warmed up and 
rained, melting just about all of it. In March it started snowing again 
and didn't finally stop until the middle of April. In all the years that I 
have been Road Agent, never have we had to wing back the roads and 
push back the bankings in peoples driveways as many times as we did in 
this year. 

1996 also decided to go out with a bang. On December 7th it started 
to snow. We had already gotten 8 inches of snow the day before and the 
ground wasn't frozen so this made it very difficult to plow. When it 
finally stopped the next day, we had gotten another 20 inches of snow and 
there was no electricity to be had within 50 miles. Public Service Electric 
Co. called it the worst power outage that N.H. had ever seen. Many 
people, including myself, called it one of the worst storms we have ever 
had to plow. Because the ground was still so soft, a lot of damage was 
done to roads, driveways, and lawns. By next summer it will all be just a 
memory. 


Summer: 

When spring finally came and we could get started on our regular 
maintenance, we were about 6 weeks behind normal schedule. It seemed 
to stay that way most of the summer. Although we managed to get out 
work done, it just all seemed to happen later than I had planned. 

As usual we ditched and graded all the dirt roads, mowed the 
roadsides, swept off the winter sand, cleaned and/or replaced culverts as 
was needed, spread about 1000 yards of gravel, and put up about 2200 
yards of sand in our winter stockpile. We also paved the busier sections 
of Mansfield Rd. and Cutter Rd., then sealed parts of West Rd., Hill Rd., 
Mansfield Rd., Moran Rd., and Colburn Rd. In between all this, we dealt 
with hurricane Bertha in July, and Noreaster that dumped 8 inches of 
rain on us in October. Needless to say we managed to keep busy. 

At Town Meeting it was decided that we would not pave Howard Hill 
this year because we spent so much money on snow removal. Perhaps in 
the near future we will attempt this project again. 

Again this year the bridge on Hadley Hwy. did not get rebuilt. The 
State of N.H. Dept. of Transportation has now come up with a new 
program in which they will let the town have the bridge rebuilt pretty 
much as they like and they will still pay for 80% of the bill. There are 
still certain criteria that we have to follow, such as hiring an engineering 
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firm to do the design etc., but it is still much less expensive than the 
original estimate. You may have noticed that one of the warrant articles 
this year is for $160,000.00 to rebuild the Hadley Hwy. bridge. This 
money is the money that we will be receiving from the State of N.H., but 
it can't be spent without being appropriated. This warrant article will 
not affect your taxes at all. In March or April, bids will be going out to 
have the bridge rebuilt. With any luck the project will be done in July or 
August. 

In 1997 we plan on rebuilding Hadleys Hill on East Rd. and then 
paving most of East Rd. We will also be doing some paving on Webster 
Rd. and North Rds. and then sealing both of them. 

You may also notice that we have a warrant article in this year to 
lease purchase a new dump truck. This is to replace the 1978 Ford truck 
that we now have. We are going for a lease purchase deal so that we can 
spread the cost out over a 3 yr. period. 

If you ever have any questions about the budget that don't get 
answered at town meeting feel free to call me anytime.

With most of the figures in at the time of this writing, it looks like the 
total tonnage handled rose from 3,004 in 1995 to 3,471 in 1996 - an 
increase of sixteen percent. The per capita cost of trash disposal 
increased from $17.47 in 1995 to $21.28 in 1996. The two biggest factors 
here look to be lower market prices and a huge increase in the use of our 
landfill dumpsters - up twenty two percent. 

The good news is that our ratio of recycled materials to non-recycled 
rose from thirty five percent in 1995 to thirty seven percent in 1996. 

With the continued cooperation of the Wilton Selectmen, the folks at 
the Town Office, the Wilton Highway Department, and those who use the 
Center, we look forward to a pleasant and productive 1997.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board had a fairly quiet 1996. In March the voters 
accepted the Board's amendments to the Zoning Ordinance, which 
revised the conditions and requirements for auxiliary apartments. 

The only major subdivision approved was the Salera property on 
Route 45 opposite the Reservoir. This created 24 new residential lots, 
none of which can be sold or developed until new roads are built. 

We approved two commercial site plans, one for an indoor rock 
climbing facility on Leighton Lane, and one for a truck maintenance 
building for Donald & Jean Marie Anderson on Route 101. 

We also renewed the Excavation Permit for Cliff Robbins' gravel pit 
on converse Road. 

The only action on the horizon for 1997 is the subdivision of the Alvin 
Holt land on Route 45 opposite Mountain View Road. One of those lots is 
the planned site of Temple's new elementary school. 

We do not anticipate a lot of development activity this year. There 
has been an increase in residential construction in the Nashua area, but 
it doesn't seem to have significantly affected Milford or the towns West of 
there.
